prise. From Dax to St. Jean Pied-du- 
Port the country was mottled with 
the white tents of Gascons, Aquitanians 
and English, all eager for the advance.

§ Washington, Oct. 24.—With the ar- 
rival of ProfMMor Worcester, all the 
members of the Philippines Commis- 
sion except General Otis will have 
assembled in Washington and a meet- 
ing of the commission will be held, It 
is expected, this week. 


It is the President's desire that the 


commission should get to work with- 
out further delay aad hasten the com- 
pletion of the report upon the work 
which they were sent. to the Philip- 
pines to perform. The President in- 
tends to treat extensively of the Phil- 
ippines situation in his forthcoming 
message to Congress and will depenur 
to a large degree upon the report of 
the commission for material.' 


It is not expected that the recom- 
mendations of the commission upon 
tb# government of the islands will be 
made public at this time. The de- 
mand upon Aguinaldo now is for un- 
conditional surrender, and it would be 
Impolitic to apprise the rebel leader 
pending his surrender of any plans 
which this Govern men t may have for 
tn<3 future control of the islands. 


Will Divide The Work. 


When the Philippines Commission 
meets this week the preparations of 
the report and the compilation of the 
material gathered during the investi- 
gations will be subdivided. Each of 
the members will take a certain 
branch, the commission conferring 
occasionally for harmony of action. 
It is not understood that any part of 
the report has been prepared. 


The work of the commission will 


be expedited in view of the general 
belief existing among Administration 
officials that the Insurrection may be 
put down before Congress meets. If 
that is accomplished by General Otis, 
the President will be ready to go be 
fqre Congress with recommendations 
for immediate action tor the control 
of the islands and to subserve'the 
peace and welfare of their inhabitants. 


It is apparent from the renewed 


activity in military operations In the 
Philippines within the last ten days 
that General Otis proposes to strain 
every effort to bring the insurrection 
to an early close. Thus, under the 
President's direction, while the sol- 
diers are subduing Aguinaldo, the 
Philippines Commission will be en- 
gaged in formulating suggestions to 
be enforced by Congress for the treat- 
dent of the islanders hereafter. 


Self-Government. 


It is known that members of the 


commission, and Admiral Dewey par- 
ticularly are impressed with the abil- 
ity of some of the Filipinos for Belt- 
government. In the island'of Negros 
self-government is already in force to 
a considerable degree, and the natives 
practically are conducting all their 
municipal and local affairs with little 
aid from the Americans. 


They appreciate the benefits which 
the Americans propose to give to 
them, and are anxious even now to 
assist the Americans to bring the re- 
bellious Tagals to terms, which, will 
insure peace throughout the archi- 
pelago. The islands of Negros, 'C'eb.u 
and Panay are reported to.be progres- 
sive. They were loss directly under 
Spanish domination than Luzon, on 
account of their isolation, and had 
more opportunities Tor managing their 
r>----« affairs than were given to the Ta- 
gals.

Tbe last congress Appropriated near- 


y half a million dollars for the con • 
•traction of a dry dc«k at the League 
[•land nary yard, with a capacity to 
hold the largest vessel afloat. The law 
calls for a dock to be bnilt of wood. To 
tbb strenuous objections have been 
made, especially by the newspaper edi- 
ors of Philadelphia, who assert that no 
dock can be ranked as firstolass that is 
not bnilt of either stone or concrete, 
tfr. Charles H. Cramp, the famous ship 
builder, does not agree with these gen- 
tlemen. 


In M communication to Mr. Butler, of 


the house naval committee, he save: 


"The timber system is being con 


demned because certain timber docks 
have proved failures wholly or in part, 
notably dock No. 3 of tbe New York 
navy yard. The failure of this dock was 
not duo to the fault of tbe timber sys- 
tem. It was constracted by inexperi- 
enced and incompetent contractors, 
tt was designed by inefficient persons. 
[ts construction was supervised by in- 
spectors as inefficient as tbe designers 
and as incompetent as the contractors. 
What else but failure conld have result- 
ed from such a combination? A com- 
petent contractor can make a good job 
out of an imperfect design, because lie 
would point out the faults aud suggest 


remedy. 
"Unfortunately the naval board recent- 


ly appointed to examine and report on 
tbe matte r has not simplified but, if 
anything, has confused the problem. 
They have reported in favor of masonry 
or concrete docks as against timber 
docks. 
In this they have mistaken 


cause for effect or symptom for disease. 


"Seeing that some timber docks, as 


the No. 3 at New York and the one at 
Port Royal, have proven failures, whol 
ly, or in part, they condemn the sya 
tern. Tiiis is a superficial conclusion 
from a shallow view. The general pub- 
lic appears to share these erroneous im- 
pressions. The timber system is act- 
ually better than either masocry or con- 
crete, because 


"1. It is more economical in first 


cost and requires much less time in con- 
struction. 


"2. It is more easily and cheaply re- 


paired in case of defect due to fault of 
design or error in construction or or- 
dinary deterioration. 


"3. Faults in design or in construct 


ion are infinitely more injurious and 
difficult of remedy in masonry or con- 
crete than in timber docks. 


"I saw by the newspapers recently 


that one of the wooden 
docks 
had 


broken down again, it will take 2 years 
to repair it; that 'js in consequence of 
its original defects. A granite dock cun 
be imperfectly constructed as well as a 
wooden one. It is not 
a qeestion of 


wooden dock or granite dock. 
It is a 


question whether they are built right or 
not. I do not know which tis the worst, 
a bad granite dock 
or a bad wooden 


dock. I think that a bad granite dock is 
the worst, because it costs 
so 
much 


more to repair it and takes so 
much 


longer time to complete the repairs.

Th« CommlMlontr of Immigration to 


Recommend That OUr Immigration 
Laws be Made More Stringent- 
Large Numbers Sent Back Home 
Evtry Month. 


Washington, Oct 24.—This is the 


season when the Government officials 
are busy with their annual reports. 
Among the first to be made public la 
that of Commissioner of Immigration 
Powderly. It, shows that the total 
number of immigrants coming into 
this country last year exceeds the 
number of the year before by over 80,- 
000. 
An attempt was made during 


the year to gather statistics as to the 
proposed occupation of all arrivals, 
but in collecting the data the ages had 
not been separated. It was therefore 
Impossible to tell how many women 
bad come to the United States for do- 
mestic employment, although the total 
of both sexes given domestic service 
as their occupation was 34,120. Those 
who informed the inspectors that they 
had no occupation at all numbered 
109,000! On account of this large per- 
centage Commissioner Powdcrly will 
recommend that the immigration laws 
be made more stringent. 
He says 
that even now a large number of the 
persons who come hero are paupers 
or physicially incapacitated, and are 
certain to become burdens upon the 
rest of the population. Every month 
during the year he has been compell- 
ed to turn back large numbers. Of 
the newly arrived immigrants, 20 said 
they were bankers. Nine of-'these 
were Englishmen, 4 Italians, 2 Welsh- 
men, 2 West Indians, 1 Japanese, 1 
Portuguese and 1 Spaniard. Seven 
went to California, 7 to New York, 2 
to Illinois, 1 to FJorida and 1 to tho 
State of Washington.

Washington, Oct. 24.—It is possible 
that there will be no Siamese Minister 
at Washington after ajl. It has just 
been announced that Pliya Vteudrta,

Washington, Oct. 24.—It is evident

In 
tho electric kitchen there will be no 
coal, no ashes, no smoke, no fuel, and 
not even a battery. The irons used on 
Tuesday for the family linen will be 
heated by electricity.^

Lake Massabesie, Manchester's summer 
resort, on Sunday, May 14 last. 


Officer F. H. Gilbert of Auburn, with 


Officer James Dunn, was called upon 
to take into custody a fellow named 
Sweeney by whom one Henry C. Hall 
claimed to have been assaulted. The 
officers had to go over the line into 
Manchester territory after Sweeney. By 
a subterfuge tney succeeded in getting 
him across on to the Auburn side and 
then put him under arrest. 


When thej started to take Sweeney to 


the lock-np,a big crowd collected around 
them and a gang of toughs, from Man- 
chester, attacked the officers m au ef- 
fort to secure Sweeney's release. 


The state claims that the gang was 


headed by Coyne. 
Officer Gilbert was 


knocked down, stamped upon, kicked 
and otherwise treated like a football, 
his badge and club were wrenched away 
from him and he was very badly used 
up. Dunn also received attention from 
the gang. 


In the mix up Gilbert drew a revol- 


ver aud winged Coyne so effectually 
that he had to be carried into the Bock- 
ingham house, a shanty-like place of en- 
tertainment not far from the Massabe- 
stc depot, and be attended by a doc- 
tor.
